EniTon Journal : — We have always 
entertained a high opinion of 
" Hieronymus ;" but we mitst confess 
that the course lately pursued by him 
is so inconsistent with what we ctiU 
"impartiality," wbicb "strips the 
mind of prejudices and passion," that 
it can only be attributed to an almost 
insane ambition to crouch beneath the 
shadow of JouRNAt.i^tic fame, or to in- 
ducements to that eflfect. We wonder 
what makes him speak disparagingly of 
tbo " Chirologieal Lyceum" and its 
leader. At lirst he, as he alleges, 
assailed " Old Crow ;" but be is at- 
tacking both that writer and his chor- 
Jshed I..yceum ! for who, after reading 
his ("H's") reply, denies that he 
dseaks ridiculously of them ! Since 
there is no urgent reason for stirring 
up such a feeling, except that he does 
not like to see. the frequent 'appearan- 
ces of that n.ame, " Old Crow, " or 
better known as " \ Jolly Old Crow,' 
in the Journal, wo feel inclined to 
believe that " Hieronymus " is in fear, 
on account of the incretising eminence 
the Lyceum happily enjoys.

In reply to " Hieronymus's " renly, 
we in return wish it distinctly under- 
stood that if we assail any thing at 
all, we mean more (for the present) to 
attack bis unlaudable attempt to place 
" Old Crow " (iind possibly, as evi- 
denced by his reply, the Lyceum) in 
an embarrassing position'. What 
makes him say that " Old Crow" be- 
littles (?) the C. L. A. by simply re- 
cording the minutes of the Lyceum ? 
What an absurd idea it is that " Old 
Crow'' is to blame, just because he 
mentions his own Lyceum so mneh, 
leaving the C. L. A. unmentioned ! 

WHiile we frankly admit that the C. 
L. A. is mtich older than the Lyceum, 
we emphatically declare — as a presen- 
tation of f.ict to the world — that the 
Lyceum offers much better chances 
for literary, intellectual and moral 
culture. Thank God that the C. L. 
A? can not claim this superiority, for 
"Hieronymus" himself has asked: 
" Why does not the association (re- 
ferring to the C. L. A.) provide op- 
portunities and insist on its members 
to participate in debates and declamti- 
tions?" 

Speaking of the " Lyceum vessel" 
with its small but heavy crew, launch- 
ing and sailing upon the sea, he 
(" H.") says that it may eventually 
sink never to rise, on the simple 
(jround (!) that " Old Crow" mentions 
It so much. But what authority has 
he for such a prophetic statement ? 
Does Neptune Authorizo him to over- 
whelm ships? Does he make him 
powerful over seas t Will "H." diire 
to disorder heaven and the earth with- 
out his divine consent? 

" Hieronymus" seems to qnestion a 
safe welcome from the Lyceum, when 
the correspondent of that item invited 
him to enjoy the honors of a " scat of 
dignity." Why! Becaitse he dares 
not encounter the consequences of 
telling the truth (?) which he should 
do, according to the principles of 
morality? He has studied Moral 
Philos^ophs:., iind . jvft „j9ilyJsfi.^ b'»ft.v-t« 
"Reputation." Behold, readers, he 
has never witneseeil a single meeting 
of the "Chirologieal Ijyceum" with 
his own eyes! Therefore is he the 
authority for such statements as he 
has made ?

Packard, Piistor of the Salem Society 
h.ad been there in his official capacity 
and how deeply interested he is in the 
work. The truth is Mr. Packard was 
asked by Rev. Mr. Howe to deliver 
a discourse before the Lynn Society 
not clearly understanding Mr. Rowe's 
letter he wrote him mak- 
ing many inquiries to this. 
Mr. Rowe did not reply but 
at once obtained what assistance 
he needed from the Industrial Home, 
and the writer of that article is one 
of the persons connected with that 
Institution and what he wrote was 
intended to piilY.up tho Reverend Rowe 
iit the expense of Mr. Packard and his 
society towards whom he has not a 
very brotherly feeling. Had the 
Lynn Committee called on the Salem 
Society for any assistance or ever 
hinted 'fhat an occasional service 
would be iicceptnble I have no doubt 
that arrangements would have been 
niiide looking to that result. Iu 
regard to the Bay State Mission, as 
soon as it was generally known Lynn 
bad formed a society tho President of 
the Mission visited them and spoke 
encouragingly to them .and told them 
that whenever they bad no one to 
officiate to then he would be pleased 
to send some one from the mission 
froely. This was kindly received and 
the Coimuittee informed Mr. Lynde 
they would speak to their manager 
about it who is titc Rev. Samuel Rowo, 
but nothing was beard from him in- 
stead a report was started, by one of 
the Lynn Committee, who by the way 
is not at all inlellectut\lly fitted for 
the position, that Mr. Lynde bad been 
interfering with their tiffairs. No- 
thing was further from his intentions, 
whicii were from the best motives.

MUTILATKU COIN. 

War lja« been declared on rantilat- 
e<l coin. All of our readers wboiild be 
carefnl wben aweptinjr cliaiige tbat 
no one palms off a coin on to tliem 
tbat has a bole in it or ia mntilated in 
any way wbatever. Ktispectable 
dealers in any business will refuse 
sncb coin if tendered for its face 
valne face. A twenty five cent piece 
with a hole punched through it will 
hardly pass for twenty cents any- 
where in New York. 'I'be number of 
coins mutilated and punched every 
year reaches an enormous agfjregate, 
and consequently entails pfreat loss on 
the nation. In order to prevent this 
the present war on mntilated coin 
has been begun. 

We believe this little piece of 
caution is not unnecessary and tbat 
a good many dollars will be saved to 
deaf-mutes by it. One or two cases 
have come nnder our notice already, 
where deaf mutes have been obliged 
to give coin at a discount of about 
twenty per cent from its nominal 
value. 

If the coin is only worn and has 
not been cut or punched it is worth 
its face value as long as the value 
stamped on it can be deciphered. Tlie 
government does not refuse the full 
face equivalent for worn coin, 
that has a hole through it oi: has b&A 
clipped, no matter h<.'W small either 
mutilation may be.

IJeginning with very meagre accommo- 
dations the ItiHtilulion grew nj), and 
in lH(i4 an amendatory iicl,, anl-horisi- 
iiig the Institution to confer college 
degrees was pa.ssed. In this way the 
National Deaf-Miitn Colhigo came 
into existence. 

AVithin a week after the fiirmal 
public inauguration of the college, 
appropriations was made by Coiigrees 
fur iin addition of fourteen ai^res to 
the grounds of ihe Iiistiliition. includ- 
ing temiiorary liiiildings for the jic- 
comino(lat ion of the college. The next 
year a dormitory building was added, 
and in 1807 pri^paratioiis was made 
for the beginning of the centnil build- 
ing. Ill 18(!8, the building was com- 
pleied at a cos. of <t2(», ()(»(». 

Through all the difliculties which 
had to be overcome in the lier(!iil(!ai) 
work of bringing the college to such 
a suc(!es.iful issue, three great hearts 
beat in unison. Two ai'i; stilled for- 
ever, but one still beats in the lireast 
of our beloved I'resident — Dr. E. M. 
(iallaiidet. May he long lie sjinred to 
watch over the work in which he took 
such a noble ]iart.

It was voted that the Hoard attend 
Mr, Stickney 's funeral in a body and 
that tbe I'resident, transmit to Mrs.

Some years iigo, during the steward- 
shij) of tlie lale F. F. Wing, a largo 
sled was nuwie for the benelit of the 
pupils during the sleighing season. 
(Jne S:iturday afternoon about four 
winters ago, when a large number of 
girls were out for a ride, the liorses 
becjuno f 1 ight eiietl and dashed away, 
overturning the Sif'igh. Some of the 
girls were more or less hurt but most 
seriously of all was a bright but deli- 
cate girl about !) years of are. 

That was Flora Hoffischmidt. 
From that time she was nevor very 
well and gradually grew weaker ami 
weaker until it was apj)areiit she was 
in the clutches of thst fell destroyer, 
consumption. This Fall, when Dr. 
Sliatz, the Superintendent of the 
Children's Home and of which she 
had b<'on an inmate for two or three 
years during vacation brought her to 
the Institution, she was scarcely able 
to JiHcond the front steps. She liiiall y 
BU(UMimbed to the disease, and on the 
evening of October Gth at i):3(), when 
the boys and girls were sleeping in 
their respective dormitories, she sank 
into that sleep which knows no 
waking till the bright resurrection 
morn. Slie seemed to realize that 
tlu^ end was near and her anxious 
(juestions "Does Christ lovo me?" 
" Am I goodf ' " Will I live .again ? '' 
proved that she was projiaring for the 
life beyond the grave. The funeral 
services which look place in the 
Chapel Saturday morning at ten o'clock 
were very impressive. The casket of 
pearly white with silver mountings 
was placed in the front of the stage. 
At the he:id of the casket w;is a largo 
wreath of tube roses and other delicate 
llowers and in the right, hand of the 
deceased was a beautiful Calla lily. 
The silver plate bore the simple 
inscription "Flora." The movable 
slate on the stage ]>ro8ented to our 
view tbe words below written in clear 
and beautiful characters:

Mark, l.'hii (lliaj)t(>r, and llevelutions 
21 St, and then gave a brief review of 
the young life cut short. Mrs. Hose, 
our Matron occupied a seat on the left 
side of the stage wliilo Dr. Schatz and 
Kev. Mr. Talbot had seats on the 
other side. Mr. Talbot closed the 
service with a feeling prayer. A 
touching feature of the occasitm was 
that |the only relatives present were 
three sisters of the deceasod, all 
younger than lierself. They were 
aged '.), 8 and 6 years respectively. 
They were accomjianicd by Dr. Schatz, 
his wife and the matron of the 
(/hildren's Home. There were many 
Uy.irf shod as the pupils look at her 
face, for she was a universal f.avorite 
among the girls. A white hearsi> and 
a sp;iu of white horses conveyed the 
remains to Oreenl.'iwn, where her 
mother, who died under particularly 
sad circumstances two years ago, is 
sleeping.

Tlio old custom of paying the teach- 
ers every ten week? has been abolish- 
ed. Hereafter they will.be paid on 
the loth of ejich month. This has 
long been the dosiro ot the teachers, 
so it is a happy change for them. The 
15th will also, hereafter, bo known as 
"Letter Day " in which the pupils :iro 
to receive instruction duiing ono ses- 
sion in the art of ej)istolary writing. 
Letters are written by their teachers 
for those pupils who are unable to 
write themselves.

Deau Siu : — The Hon. ISIarcus Hen 
dorson Cruikshank, I'rcsideiiS of the 
Board of Trustees of the Alabama 
Institution, was tlirown from a horse 
and killed this morning. He was one 
of the original Board of Incorporators 
of the Institution, and has in ;ill the 
time since 18()0, nii<8ed V>ul a single 
meeting of the Board. He was heart 
and soul interested in the education 
of the deaf and the blind. He 
8paii>d no pains, tiiue or money, so 
far as he was able to promote the 
interests of the Institution. We have 
sustained an irreparable loss. Mr. 
Cruikshank was a lawyer of abiUty, 
and an editor for many years. 

He was a member, for two years of 
the Confoh^rate Congress, and tilled 
many other places of trust jvnd hmuir 
entirely unsollish. He devoted most 
of his time to the service of the 
public, oftentimes without the hope 
of foe or reward. 

This commiinily and the State of 
Alabanuv has sustained in bis death n 
severe loss, the cause of deaf-mute 
education one of its stanohesl support- 
ers.
